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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the New Castle School Board:— 

TI have the honor to submit my second annual report as super- 
intendent of schools. The report of your schiool physician is ap- 
pended and made a part of this report and merits your careful 
examination. I have tabulated school statistics which will prove 
interesting to all citizens no doubt, as well as to the board. 


WORK OF THE YEAR 


After a careful analysis of the scores made in the different 
grades in the standard testis that I gave last Spring and compar- 
ing the results with standard scores for all the different grades, 
I find our grades fall below the standard scores in some subjects, 
more particularly in writing and the four fundamentals of arith- 
metic, whereas they are about equal or are better than the stan- 
dard scores in other subjects, more frequently in readng, spelling 
and composition. The failure in the |writing, judging from the 
seores attained, appears to be quite uniform throughout al] the 
grades, middle and upper grades, as well as in the primary 
grades. ‘Therefore, our teachers this year evidently should give 
much more consistent drill in all grades in this subject. The 
failure in the four fundamental processes of arithmetic was con- 
fined to the upper grades. 'This was probably because the teach- 
er spent practically all the time devoted to the arithmetic to the 
reasoning processes, neglecting to give sufficient review to the 
arill in the fundamentals. It jwas a result’ doubtless of an at- 
tempt to prepare the 7th and 8th grades more thoroughly to en- 
ter either the Junior High School or High School of Portsmouth. 
It indicates that we should continue to a certain extent the drill 
work in these grades in the four fundamentals. In the reading, 
I am pleased to note that all grades did about as well in both 
the factors of speed or rate of reading and the factor of com- 
prehension. With the above exceptions, I believe, our teachers 
last year did some very effective teaching. 

One thing with which I am much pleased, is the fact that the 
only pupil who failed of promotion, was in the second grade. 
(See table of Promotion and Retardation). This is as it should 
be. Under normal conditions the greatst amount of rtardation 
takes place in the first two or three grades, due to several rea- 
sons, aS immaturity, or poor attendance, because of bad storms 
or illness. The second most frequent point of retardation usually 
is in grades six and seven, due to the fact that some few pupils 
invariably reach about the limit of their ability in these grades. 
The amount of retardation was a little less than 2 per cent, 
which I consider a remarkable showing. In some of the other 
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districts of this Union we did not make as good a record in this 
respect, and the greatest amount of retardation occurred in 
grades where it should not have occurred. This resulted prob- 
ably because some teachers did not give the attention that was 
essential, to a faw individual pupils, in order to bring them up 
to grade. Our teachers must see that this is done, as retarda- 
tion means more expensive education for the school district, to 
say nothing of the handicap to pupils severally and individually. 


ATTENDANCE 


The attendance was 92 ‘per cent, just the same as it was for 
the previous year. The number of cases of tardiness increased 
to 444, over 402 of the year before, an increase of almost 10 per 
cent. Granted, that we had an extremely severe winter last year, 
yet it does not seem that our pupils should have failed so in the 
matter of promptness. This year we have made a much better 
record with respect to attendance and tardiness up to date, due 
to the excellent weather conditions. I again wish to urge all par- 
ents to co-operate to the fullest extent possible to make a good 
record with respect to both attendance and tardiness, as both are 
vitally important factors in increasing the morale of any school, 
which makes for successful school work. 


TEACHERS 


We were fortunate to be able to retain the two teachers we 
had last year, as they did some very good work for us. I do not 
need to extol them as their work and the high regard of their pu- 
pils speak for them. ‘Since the district voted the money for the 
finishing off of a third room and the engagement of a third 
teacher, this was done by the board. The lower floor of the Pri- 
mary school building was remodelled slightly and makes a very 
much better room for the first three grades. Miss Greta Myers 
was engaged to teach grades 4, 5 and 6 in the former primary 
room, and we were fortunate in selecting her. The grammar room 
has been fitted up so that it is now possible for Miss Andrews to 
de the Junior High work required for grades 7 and 8. Because of 
this reorganization of the work, our teachers are now teaching 
much more effectively and the boys and girls are getting much 
more efficient service than formerly. All they need is strong 
backing by all school officials and by all our people in general. 


SCHOOL. BUILDINGS 


In my report of last year, I pointed out many of the defects 
in our present school plant, and so will only refer you to that 
section for further consideration. At the last district meeting, 
the school board with the selectmen and superintendent of 
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schools were elected as a committee to investigate as to site, 
plans and cost of new central school, which would accommodate 
all our schools. This committee has met once and I trust will be 
in a position to report in such a manner that the district will be 
able to take some definite action at the annual meeting, toward 
the erection of a new building which will fully satisfy the school 
needs of New Castle. So far as buildings are concerned, at pres- 
ent, we present no inducement for retaining professionally trained 
teachers, other than of remaining in a building, no better than the 
average rural school. In order to secure and hold professionally 
interested teachers and to compete with progressive communities, 
we should either build a modem central school or make all our 
schools desirable and attractive so far as possible, along lines 
ecnsidered as superior, as trained teachers are becoming quite 
particular as to the sort of building they have to work in. An in- 
crease in salary is not the only inducement that interests a suc- 
cessful teacher in remaining several years in the same school. I 
believe the board should include an article in the warrant to see 
what action the district will take toward the erection of such a 
new building. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION 


A careful study of Dr. Tredick’s report of the physical examina- 
tion of last year will no doubt surprise many parents. Few per- 
haps could have realized the poor physical conditions among so 
many of our children. I am very sorry that I have as yet not 
received the results of the examination for the present year. The 
real test will come when we are able to check up the number of 
defects that have been remedied as a result of the cards sent to 
parents. From the reports here published it appears that defec- 
tive teeth is the most frequent defect, and indicates that an 
active campaign of dental education is imperative in all our 
schools and homes. Besides it shows the great need of a dental 
(clinic for a town like New Castle, and also the benefits that 
would result physically and therefore educationally if we were 
‘only able to have the service or part time services of a district 
nurse for “follow up work” in the homes of the community. This 
work of a district nurse is fully, if not more important, than 
merely the physical examination. 

Many children have other physical defects which hinder ma- 
terially their physical an deducational welfare. 'The most com- 
mon and important of these are defective vision, enlarged ton- 
sils and adenoids, the latter of which impair greatly the mental- 
ity of any person suffering with the same. It is absolutely im- 
possible for a child, who has adenoids to do good school work. 
I trust that every parent who learns that his child may be suf- 
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fering from such trouble will have the same remedied at the 
very first opportunity. 


SCHOOL COSTS 


One thing, which I believe will be interesting to you, is the 
comparison of costs of schools in the different districts of this 
Union for last year. I have computed the same on the basis of 
cost per pupil of average membership.

These figures were obtained by omitting extraordinary pay- 
ments, such as for repairs, remodelling, etc., and counting only 
the necessary running expenses of the schools. They illustrate 
to a certain extent the business efficiency of the management 
of all our schools, by the different school boards, at a time when 
ali school costs have been mounting rapidly. You will note that 
the cost per pupil of average membership for New Castle is less 
than for any other district in this union or for the state as a 
whole. This does not necessarily mean better management how- 
ever, since we must take into consideration the efficiency of the 
service rendered as well as the figures. The principal reason for 
this lesser cost of our schools is the fact that we have many 
more pupils per teacher than in some of the other districts. Since 
we now employ another teacher, the cost per pupil this present 
year will be somewhat increased, however, we are getting much 
better service than formerly. The board is to be congratulated 
since you have been able to keep at a comparatively low level 
the expenses of the schools, at a time when all school costs, 
such as teachers’ salaries, textbooks, supplies, ete., have just 
about doubled in price. 

In closing, I wish to thank the ‘Board for your advice and loyal 
support, and also the teachers, parents and pupils for their co- 
operation in the interests of the schools.
